one ſhilling in every twenty ſhillings. paid for Cuſtome, and SubſiAy, ac- 
cording to the now book of Rates, Eſtabliſhed by Authoriry of this pre- 
ſent Parliament, upon «ll Goods, and M rcehan1ize, Exported out of, and 
Imported into this Kingdom of Eng/and, Dominion of Wales, and Port and 
Town of Barwick, for th- Relicfe of the {aid Diſtreſſed Caprives, and every 
Clauſe and Article therein contained, ſh ill be obſerved, ſtand, and continue 
in full force and power from the ſaid Eleventh of December next, incluſive, 
unto the Eleventh of December, 1646. ex-lufive. And it is further Ordai-ted, 
That the Chamberlain of London, his Decp'r y or Depuries, and every of 
them, ſhall be ſaved harmleſſe and indemp ificd for wharſoever At or As 
they thatt do in rhe Execution of this Ordinance, according tothe Clauſe of 
indempnity in the ſaid Ordinance of the eight and twentieth of Fanuary,
